5.  If  any  difficulty  arises  in  giving  effect  to  the  provisions  of  any 
of  the  Acts,  rules  or  orders  or  instructions  or  directions  now  extended  to 
the  territories  in  which  they  were  not  in  force  before  the  commencement 
of  this  Act,  the  State  Government  may,  by  order  notified  in  the  Official 
Gazette,  make  such  provisions  or  give  such  directions  as  appear  to  it  to 
be  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  removal  of  the  difficulty.
